Canada 
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Health Care: A treaty right since the beginningy^s^

When, over a hundred years ago, the government of 
Canada, (i.e. the Crown), first ent 
agreements with Canada's Aborigii 
the foundation for things to come. 1 
Europeans who came to North America’s shores did 
not come via conquest as they did in some other parts 
ofthe world—instead they came and settled and lived 
according to a series of treaties that were signed by a 
variety of Indian nations as well as by the new 
government of the day. 

The First Nations groups did not‘give up' their land 
and all the rights to it. They negotiated in good faith, 
and were promised that in return for sharing the 
land, they would be guaranteed certain rights, 
freedoms (including: the right to self-govem) and 
npensations—which the government promised to 




1 the Native people of Canada—bi 
tneres also Deen many in government who have 
questioned the intent of the crown. 

In the document called Health Status of Canadian 
Indians and Inuit 1990, by the (Canadian) Depart¬ 
ment of National Health and Welfare, the Supreme 
Court of Canada in the Sparrow (1990) case observed 
that: “And there can be no doubt that over the years 
the rights of Indians were often honoured in the 
breach...” We cannot recount with much pride the 
treatment accorded to the native people in this coun-

In a 1990 repor 
same department the words “The Federal Govern¬ 
ment, however, holds that no federal statutes or 
treaties confer on Indians the right to free health care 
provided directly by the federal government in that 

matter of custom and moral duty.” 

In the latest go-arounds between members of Alber¬ 
ta’s Treaty Six First Nations and the federal govern¬ 
ment's health minister, Diane Marleau, Six Nations 
spokesman Chief Eric Large of the Saddle Lake First 
Nations says “this is just another case of the govern¬ 
ment trying to squirm its way out of a deal—a deal of 
honour that was made with the signing of the Treaty 
of 1876.” 

Many interpretations of the old treaties, by just as 
many legal minds, have, instead of making things 
easier to understand—complicated them so badly 

work to do in order to make heads or tails of the way 
it was really meant to work in the beginning. 

But Large says “let’s face it—the government of the 
day had to make some type of everlasting deal or they 
wouldn’t have been able to settle here in such a 
peaceful manner. We certainly would not have given 
up the rights to our future while at the same time 
forsaking our past.” 

Chief Large says other Native groups can help 
protect the future by “taking an active part. We must 
assemble at the local, regional, provincial and na- 
ivels. We must lobby government and seek 



hold the government accountable for its 
treaty obligations, they might already be obsolete. 

This protection by the courts can be seen in a 1984 
example when Judge J. Wilson concurring in the 
Guerin decision said that “equity will not permit the 
Crown in such circumstances to hide behind the

Aboriginal Rights booklet released 


The Canadian Human Rights Commission, the 
Manitoba Association of Friendship Centres and 
the Social Planning Council ofWinnipeg have teamed 
up to inform Aboriginal people about their rights. 

The three organizations have published a booklet 
entitled ‘The Rights Path”, which provides informa¬ 
tion about basic human rights, the organizations 
that protect those rights, and how to address human 
rights problems. The booklet was produced by the 
Manitoba Association of Friendship Centres in con¬ 
sultation with the Social Planning Council. Fund¬ 
ing was provided by the Canadian Human Rights 


The booklet explains what the particular rights are 
and what to do if those rights are infringed. 

While the booklet discusses rights that apply to all 
Canadians, it also covers issues that are of special 
interest to Aboriginal people. For instance, in both 
the child welfare and education sections, it says 
Aboriginal people have a right to learn about their 
heritage. Employment equity, which targets Abo¬ 
riginal people as one of four designated groups in the 
Canadian workforce, is also included. 

The booklet explains how to file a human rights

“Especially with children (in the audience) we al¬ 
ways exchange energy," Bellerose stated. “When we 
are trying to gear the dances toward the kids, we 
emphasize the importance of Mother Nature, respect 
for each other and all the animals." 

“We also try to spread environmental awareness,” 
added Bellerose, “along with anti-stereotyping of 
Natives, especially in larger cities where little is 
known about true Native ways. But when we’re in a 
small Native community, we perform pieces geared 
more toward cultural pride and spirituality, showing 
those people that we are proud to exhibit our herit¬ 
age.” 

Dedication and talent are major qualifications for 
the troupe’s performers, who are from different na¬ 
tions across Canada. And Bellerose noted that the 
company has gone through a lot of dancers since its 
inception, Auditions are held twice a year, constantly 
bringing in new talent from all ages. 

Claire Pipestem, atwenty-one-year-old dancer, said 
“I have been dancing since 1 could walk.” 

The company, which is based in Calgary and is 
under the non-profit Red Thunder Society, is fully 
professional. They tour North America throughout 
each year, performing in theatres and at festivals 
everywhere.

But an equitable program can not, and will not, be the order of the day if 
Aboriginal groups do not get involved. These are the words of Dave Mikkelsen, the 
Executive Director of Spectrum Consulting and Planning Services—a division of 
the Society for Treatment of Autism. 

Mikkelsen says “the Native community will be swept by the wayside or at the 
very least see their child welfare program integrated” into the mainstream. 

“It is absolutely imperative that Native people unite and form a plan of action,” 
emphasized Mikkelsen, adding that “if issues are not identified, if the goals and 
objectives are not planned out, if the Aboriginal community does not act on its own 
behalf—I'm afraid they will be left out of the main picture. After struggling for so 
many years, now is not the time to sit back and let others plan your future for you. 
Now is the time to take an active role and to participate fully in the development 
of your own programs. Without Native input, there will most certainly be no 
specially designed programs for Native children.” 

During the past 15 years Mikkelsen has earned the respect of both the 
government and private sectors for his implementation of numerous strategic 
groups—as well as for many non-profit organiza-

Inuit pavilion for CNE unveiled 


by Art Babych 

The Inuit Tapirisat of Canada will be bringing a 
piece of the Arctic to the Canadian National Exhibi¬ 
tion in Toronto for 18 days in August. 

Iliqqusivut, the Inuit Spirit of the Arctic pavilion, is 
to be showcased at this year’s CNE as the first pres¬ 
entation of the exhibition’s Decade of Indigenous 

Pe °n the House of Commons, Nunatsiaq Liberal MP 
Jack Anawak encouraged all members of parliament, 
their staff and all Canadians “to experience the Inuit 
way of life at the CNE this summer.” 

He noted the pavilion will feature Inuit businesses, 
artists and cultural performers. 

“Visitors will be able to hear and see the famous 
Inuit throat singers and drum dancers, participate in 
traditional Inuit Arctic games, enjoy northern food of 
char and caribou and purchase Inuit carvings, prints, 
jewellery and clothing." 

Organizers said at a press conference on Parlia¬ 
ment Hill that the Inuit pavilion will be located in the 
CNE’s Festival Hall—a high-profile and high-traffic 
area at the centre of the exhibition grounds. 

Operating with a budget of $2.5 million, the pavil¬ 
ion is designed in part to highlight the culture and 
heritage ofthe Inuit in Canada, promote and raise the 
awareness of Nunavut and to promote a wide range of 
Inuit products. 

In April, Rosemarie Kuptana and other Inuit lead¬ 
ers unveiled the plans for the Inuit pavilion, whose 


double Juno award recipient. Aglukark is to make 
several appearances at the Inuit pavilion. 

On August 17, Aglukark is to join with the Inuit 
leadership and project partners at a preview gala to 
be held in the inuit pavilion. She is also to lead a 
rendition of the national anthem with a verse in 
Inuktitut at the official opening of the CNE the next 

The idea for the pavilion began in 1994 when the 
CNE first considered the Inuit as their feature pres¬ 
entation for the 1995 exhibition. Discussions were 
started with Inuit leaders—including Kuptana—who 
visited with CNE officials in Toronto last August. 

The Inuit Tapirisat of Canada's board of directors 
voted unanimously on January 31 to support the 
project and pledged their commitment and resources 
to help bring about its success. 

The federal government, the government of the 
Northwest Territories and the Ontario government, 
as well as private sector companies with vested inter¬ 
ests in the North, are partners, sponsors and support¬ 
ers of the project. 

The CNE—the largest annual exhibition of its kind 
in Canada—runs from August 18 to labour Day, 
Monday, September 4. The CNE usually draws close 
to two million visitors each year.

The theme ofthe travellingseminar 
was to create safe communities with 
special emphasis on vulnerable 
groups.

Where government failed, Meadow 
Lake Indians succeed 


by John Copley 


Losing a million dollars a year 
on a sawmill is a lot of money— 
even for government. That’s what 
the province ofSaskatchewan was 
losing when it operated a sawmill 
near Meadow Lake. But that loss 
ended in 1988 when the Meadow 
Lake Tribal Council assumed the 
debt and purchased a 50 per cent 
share of the business. Then the 
union workers got involved and 
bought up the remaining half of 
the once losing proposition. 

With the purchase of the saw¬ 
mill came a Forest Management 
Licence Agreement. When a sub¬ 
sidiary company (Mistik Manage¬ 
ment) was formed between the 
group, their union members and 
Millar Western in 1990, it became 
responsible for managing the li¬ 
cence agreement and for seeing 
that proper consultations took 
place between mill operators and 
the community at large. 

Today, with proper management 
and solid fiscal ingenuity, the mill 
produces more than 300,000 cubic 
meters ofwood each year—most of 
which is sold out-of-province, 
namely to Alberta Pacific Forest Products Inc. 
(ALPAC). 



The Meadow Lake Tribal Council, made up of nine 
Indian First Nation groups—of which five are Cree 
and four are Dene, employs a total of about 250 
employees—of which an average of 60 percent are 
Native.

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The coming of spring was the most common time for a Wihtiko to travel. 
Even when it was far away, the people could hear its heartbeat sometimes 
for the whole night. Sometimes, even before the sound of the heartbeat, the 
medicine man would know its whereabouts by his dreams. 

The people would gather wood, pile it up, and throw the Wihtiko on top 
and let it bum up. Sometimes it took two or three nights for the Wihtiko 
to bum up completely because of the ice inside its body. 

Christianized Indians used to claim that if you used a page from the Bible 
for wadding your gun any Wihtiko could be killed.
